hundred  times,  it  might  be  expected  that, 
on  the  %veragp,  five  hundred  persons  would 
be  killed  each  year.  In  fact,  the  smallest 
meteor,  traveling  with  planetary  velocity,  or 
many  times  faster  than  a  cannon  ball,  would 
unquestionably  be  able  to  deal  a  fatal  stroke.
